Good News for Berrien 
Springs Folks. 


Berrien Springs, June 2.—(Special. 
—Francis Blossom, hydraulic enfjlneer 
and member of the firm of Sanderson & 
Porter, contractors, and who have un 
dertaken the bulldlnfi: of ¡the big dam 
across the 
St. 
Joseph river at this 
point for the 
Berrien 
Springs water 
power company, arrived 
here today 
and has everything 
In readiness 
to 
commence his work bright and early 
next Monday morning. 


It Is the Intention of Mr. Blossom to 
put 25 or 30 men and six teams at work 
at once and this force will be Increased 
as fast as men and teams can be 
se- 
cured. 


Professor DuShane was down from 
South Bend Thursday and took up the 
option for purchase of the W. H. Pat- 
terson laud, paying $1,700. 
He also 
bought the south end of the Pardee 
Island from the People's University, 
paying 1200 for that. 
This gives the 
Berrien Springs Water Power 
com- 
pany the land on both sides of the 
river at the poini where it proposes to 
erect its dam, It being Intended to have 
the centre of the dam rest on the head 
of the island. 
All engineers who have 
inspected the river say this is the 
proper location for the dam, 
nature 
having arranged landings on each side 
just suitable for the purpose. 
It Is 
also the most desirable for the village 
as the village owns the bluff for nearly 
a mile along where the pond would 
rise. 
The Chapín company's site for 
dam Is a mile further up the river, all 
the land along the bliiff being owned 
by one man. 
^ 


Mr. DuShane states that the Berrien 
Spring« company Intends to commence 
work on their dam at once and to push 
it rapidly to completion, that the com 
pany has abundant fundi to do all the 
work an4 ha-) had the money In hand 
from the time the enterprise was un- 
dértaken: when told It was reported in 
Berrien 
that 
the company was try 
ing to borrow money the 
profensor 
laughed, saying that was all bosh as 
two or three members of the company 
could alone put up all the money re 
quired on short notice, ani that all the 
monev for the work had been on de- 
posit In bank for several months, and 
the company has never been In the 
market for money. 
Mr. Tenney, treas- 
urer of the company, Is now and has 
been for years promoting and carrying 
on enterprises involving millions 
of 
dollars, and Is backed by the largest 
Qnanclors In the east. 
Tell them, said 
the professor, that there Is no lack of 
money by our people for this enter- 
prise and a dozen more like It; the 
money Is always ready. 


The people will welcome the news 
that work is to commence en the dam, 
they are not so much interested as to 
which company builds the dam, but 
they want it built this summer, and as 
the beneflts offered to the village by 
the Berrien Springs company are con- 
ceeded by everyone, except the rabid 
Chaplnltes, to greatly exceed the offer 
made by Chapín few will be sorry if the 
Berrien Springs company succeeds in 
obtaining all the rights it claims and 
contends for, and everyone will be glad 
to have the dam built no matter who 
builds it.

JUSTUS S. STEARNS, 
the property of the state, of whatever 
name or nature, shall be taxed equally, 
Just as the Republicans of Michigan 
in convention assembled have demand­ 
ed and pledged themselves to bring 
about. A perusal of the following dec­ 
laration of principles will leave 
no 
doubt as te Mr. Steams’ position on 
this and other important matters of 
state concern: 


“When I became a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for governor, I 
at once announced that 1 could not 
under any cirohnstances become the 
candidate 
of 
any man or 
faction 
which might exist within party lines. 


“Before I hekl my present offlce, I 
had a business man’s interest in the 
party’s succei^s, aud that is the same 
interest which 1 have today. 
1 havA 
always used my best efforts to bring 
about harmony in the ranlss, in oraer 
that the perN>Dai differences and en­ 
mities existing might not result in 
party disaster. 1 feel In taking this 
position that I am receiving a gener­ 
ous support ftx>m hundreds of Repub­ 
licans throughout the state, without 
reference to the differences that have 
heretofore existeil among party lead­ 
ers. For tte party’s good I trust that 
no candidate will assume any other po­ 
sition before the convention. 


“It is important that we should go 
to the electlou presenting a solid front 
to the opposition. 


“Upon national issuc*s the party will 
take a firm and determined stand, and 
1 believe that Michigan Republicans 
in their state conveutioa sliould make 
clear and distinct tleolaration of the 
party’s position iii>on state Issues, In 
order that its course' may not fall to 
meet the approval of the voter. 


“This is especially true with refer­ 
ence to the question of taxation, which 
he party has promised to adjust and 
settle and with which duty It is still 
charged.

“Governor John J. Bagley, in his 
message to the 
legislature, 
Jan. 3. 
1877, used this language: *There is no 
system of taxatk>n that is fair, just 
and equitable, except that which taxes 
all property all it«. 
Specific taxation 
aboniii only apply to foreign corpora­ 
tions who, earning money In the state, 
have no property in the state, such as 
insurance companies and the like. Oc­ 
casional exceptions, temporary in their 
character, may be made to this rule 
for the purpose of building up some 
new' enteiiîTlse, or developing 
some 
now industry, but the well governed 
community Is that where the burden 
of taxation, be It light or heavy, rests 
equally upon all property and Its own­ 
ers.’ 


Governor Luce. 


“Governor Cyrus G. Luce, In his mes­ 
sage to the legislature of Jan. 0, 1887, 
used thsi language: i t is uo exagger­ 
ation to say that It requires twice as 
much of the products of the farm to 
pay the aggregate taxes as It did eight 
years ago. It Is a duty we owe to the 
people of the state to use all just 
means in our power, consistent with 
the welfare of the state, to reduce the 
burdens of government, and secondly, 
to revise the tiix laws so as to more 
equally adjust the burdens.’ 


“In his message of 1891, I And this 
language: ‘The law. as well as Its exe­ 
cution, should rtMjuIre ail proi>erty to 
contribute its just share towards the 
support dt government and Its own 
protection, and no greater amount 
should be collected from the people 
than is required for the humane and 
economical administration of public af* 
fairs,’

annual report for the year 1890, in 
speaking of the subject of taxation, 
after commending the plan of specific 
taxation as a good one, says:

** 'Substantially the same results can 
be reached by providing for a board to 
determine the value of each railroad 
mile, including*its equipmenta, and the 
cn^oss earnings can t>e the baais of,as^ 
certainlng the valuation of the proper* 
ties for the purpose of taxation. The 
legislature can then fix the rate per 
cent, which the road shall pay into the 
etate treasury, and the same means 
utilized for the collection of the tax, 
as are now employed. It is hoped that 
the attention of the legislature may be 
had, before the state Is engaged In liti­ 
gation, and loss to our primary schools, 
incident to judgments adverse to the 
state occurs.* 


The Party's Position.' 


**The state convention which honored 
me with the nomination to my present 
offlce was a representative convention, 
composed of men representing all ele­ 
ments of the party, and without a dis­ 
senting vote it adopted the following 
platform covering the question of taxa­ 
tion: 


“ ‘W^ commend the present state ad­ 
ministration for its earnest efforts in 
favor of the equal and just taxation of 
the property of railroads, telegraph, 
telephone and express companies. Wc 
favor the Immediate repeal of the tax 
upon the gross earnings of railroad 
companies, and favor a tax to be lev­ 
ied upon the true value of railroad, tel* 
egraph, telephone and express com­ 
panies’ property. This value to be de­ 
termined by a state board. The taxes 
collected therefrom shall be paid Into 
the primary school fund. We Indorse 
the principles of the Atkinson bill and 
pledge the support of the Republican 
party thereto. 


“ ‘We favor the readjustment of the 
assessment law^s of the state, so that 
all 
tajcable property will be placed 
upon the assessment rolls at a just 
value, and be taxed equally with all 
other taxable property In the state.’ 


“I am credibly Informed that about 
one hundred thousand of the voters 
of the state, by petition and otherwise, 
have expressed a desire for a ifivora- 
ble readjustment of the tax laws of 
the state to meet present conditions. 
As a candidate of the party for my 
present 
office I received a majority 
over the candidate of the Democratic 
party, and I cannot sever the splendid 
victory which the party gained from 
Its promises to the people made in Its 
platform relative to this subject of 
taxation. 


“The party cannot, in ray opinion, 
afford to take a backward step in Its 
position upon this question, and should 
give the same evidences of good faith 
that It has alw^ays given upon public 
questions. It seems to be the consen­ 
sus of opinion among 
party leaders 
that the declaration of the party upon 
this subject should be clear and un­ 
equivocal. 


“Intimately 
connected 
with 
the 
question of taxation, 
especially of 
railroad propeities, is the question of 
altering, 
amending or repealing the 
special charters granted 
to 
certain 
railroad companies In this state when 
the state was new and undeveloped, 
while all other like companies are com­ 
pelled to do bui?lness under general 
laws, which general laws are the sub­ 
ject of alteration, amendment or re­ 
peal, without the consent of the com­ 
panies affected thereby. 
Additional 
efforts should be made to secure the 
alteration, amendment or reiieal 
of 
these charters In a fair and proper 
way without a broach of contract on 
the part of the state. 


Governor John T. Rich. 


“Goveror John T. Ulch, in his mes­ 
sage to the Michigan legislature 
on 
Jan. u, 18U3, made the following rec­ 
ommendations upon this subject: ‘We 
have in our state a few railroads w”hlch 
were pioneers of their kind and were 
granted special charters with special 
privileges. They are today among the 
most prosperous of our great systeui 
of railroads. 
They are contributing 
much to the growth and prosiHirlty of 
our state and have reaped a golden re­ 
ward therefor. 
They have now be­ 
come an aristocracy or privileged class 
of railroads, both as to rates charged 
and taxes paid. This condition Is un­ 
just to the general law roads, and un­ 
just to the people of the state. 
A 
state Is no more justified In a breach 
of contract than an individual, but In 
some instances 
the railroads them­ 
selves have broken the contract, and 
when this has not been done, the char­ 
ters thetnselves 
provide 
means for 
their repeal. It only needs to be stated 
that railroads, like individuals, should 
be governed by the same laws and be 
subject to the same burdens for the 
supi)ort of the government. 
1 trust 
this question will receive your early 
and careful consideration.’ 


BletMiBe of Jan. 3. 1805. 


“ ‘I desire to renew my recommenda­ 
tion of two years ago, that, If possible, 
some means be devised for the abro* 
agtlon of these old special charters so 
that all our railroads nmy be placed 
upon the same basis, so far as taxa­ 
tion aud supervision and 'other legis­ 
lation Is concerned.’ 


“From time to time bills have been 
ottered In the legislature, designed to 
bring about the object of the recom­ 
mendations last above quoteil, 
but 
nothing of 
Importance has been ac­ 
complished. 


“Independent of all other considera­ 
tions involved In the reiK*al of these 
charters, I am firmly of the opinion 
that they should be altered, amended 
or repealed so far as they stand In the 
way of a proper adjustment of the 
question of taxation, and In such a 
way that no injustice shall result from 
the action taken by the state, either to 
itself or to the companies affected. 


“Since the adoption of the state plat 
form above mentioned, a law contain 
ing similar provisions to those 
con 
tained in the Atkinson bill, has been 
declared void by the highest court of 
this state, and necessarily, therefore, 
the question must be taken up for so 
lutlon in a bill 
varying 
materially 
from it. If this is done, I shall favor 
the re-adjustment of the valuation and 
assessment laws of the state, not upon 
railroads and like corporations only, 
but upon all taxable property In the 
state as favored in the last section of 
the state platform above quoted. 
**lt is my opinion that taxatlo& 
•hrould not be a partisan question and 


oolâ be 
fahr and .lmpaitiàl tnànnër« an^^l 


ho selfleh Influences should be pii^lt- 
ted to interfere in any way. I take, it 
to be a business proposltfou, which 
should be settled—like all other"ques- 
tlons—in a business manner. 


“I have full confidence that the Re- 
[>ublfcan party will be true to Its dec­ 
larations upon this question and place 
such men in office as will execute Its 
mandates. 


Economy In State A flhln. 


**lntlmately connected with this Im­ 
portant question of taxation and in­ 
deed a part of i t is the question of 
economy In the conduct of the business 
of the state. I believe that the time 
has come for the exercise of greater care 
and economy in this regard, and while 
none of the educational, charitable or 
penal institutions of the state should 
be In the least degree neglected, that 
their needs should be considered with 
the greatest care and judgment and 
only such appropriations made for 
their maintenance as are absolutely 
necessary for the attainment of the ob­ 
jects for which they were established. 
This, too, presents a purely business 
problem, to the solution of which I 
will, if elected governor, bring the 
lame care and business methods which 
I have endeavored to exercise in the 
management and conduct of the offlce 
I am now holding. 


The Legrlelatnre. 


“While I fully realize that the ex­ 
ecutive and legislative departments of 
the state government are separate and 
distinct, each having a jurisdiction of 
its own, I cannot be unmindful of the 
fact that upon both, if controlled by 
the Republican party, rests the duty of 
carrying out the party’s mandates 
upon all public questions. 
For this 
reason these two departments should 
work together in the utmost harmony 
for the advancement of the interests 
of ail the people of the entire state. 


‘Believing that the legislative de­

IN EFFECT YESTERDAY. 


Bell Telephone Co. Pute in New Aate on 
State Lines. 


The Michigan telephone company 
has put in effect a new schedule of 
long distance tariffs based on minute 
conversations. The company’s officials 
found that many conversations went 
through in one and two minutes and 
decided to adopt a minute schedule to 
give patrons the benefit of lower rates 
on short messages.

citizens 
rushed to th e scene, to be m et by the 
gleam ing barrels of tw o rifles in the 
hands of two strangers, who ordered 
the citizens to halt.

ruins 
burned brighter tw o other strangers 
were descried looting

wrecked 
safe. 
The 
crowd 
of 
citizens 
had 
brought no weapons, and the two rob­ 
bers on guard threatened death to 
the man who moved from his tracks, 
so the helpless denizens oi Hlieldahl 
were compelled to w itness the roi)- 
bery of their savings w ithout lifting 
a hand in remonstrance. 


When the two robbers who were 
looting the safe decided they had se­ 
cured all the mon(\y available, they 
joined their two 
confederates

with leveled rifles the four marauders 
lined up the band of

Washington, June 2.—The house of 
representatives on 
Friday, after 
a 
lively debate extending over two days, 
defeated the joint resolution propos­ 
ing a constitutional amendment em­ 
powering congress to regulate trusts. 
It requires a two-thirds vote under 
the constitution to adopt an amend­ 
ment to the constitution. 
The vote 
stood: 
Ayes, 134; nays, 131. The af­ 
firmative vote, therefore, was 38 short 
of the requisite two-thirds, 193. 
Five 
democrats—Messrs. Campbell (Mont.). 
Naphen (Mass.), Scudder (N. \^), Sib­ 
ley (Pa.) and Thayer (Mass.)—and one 
silverite—Mr. Newlands (Nev.)—voted 
with the republicans for the resolu­ 
tion, and two republicans—Mr. Loud 
(Cal.) and Mr. McCall (Mass.)—with 
the democrats. These were the only 
breaks from party lines. 
The popu­ 
lists voted solidlj" against the resolu­ 
tion. 
The debate preceding the vote 
had a strong political flavor through­ 
out and was at times very personal. 
The features were the closing speeches 
of Mr. DeArmond (Mo.) and Mr. Lit- 
tlefleld (Me.) for the respective sides 
and the short speech of Mr, McCall 
(Mass.) against the resolution. 
Mr. 
McCall has distinguished himself be­ 
fore during this session in opposing 
the action of hia colleagues on the 
Porto BIcan bill. 
His action Friday 
was unheralded, and therefore 
at­ 
tracted the more attention. 
At the 
night session the bills to ratify the 
treaties made by the Dawes commis­ 
sion with the Cherokee and Creek 
Indians were passed, and at 9:45 p. 
m. the house adjourned. 


S en a te. 


Washington, June 2.—The senatorial 
debate Friday was caustic and as warm 
as the weather outdoors. At times the 
exchanges between senators bordered 
on personalities. Much of the discus­ 
sion was of a political nature, although 
in themselves the questions involved 
were not essentially political. 
Soon 
after the senate convened a memorial 
was presented from the people of Cali­ 
fornia asking that the government pro­ 
vide some relief for the starving people 
of India. 
Senator Hale (Me.), with 
this as a text, severely arraigned Great 
Britain for expending hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars in crushing liberty and 
freedom in South Africa instead of 
caring for the helpless and dying peo­ 
ple of England, a chief colony. Sena­ 
tor Aldrich (R. I.) charged Senator 
Hale with making political speeches on 
irrelevant matters, and a little later, 
when Senator Hale reported a further 
disagreement on the naval appropria­ 
tion bill, an exciting discussion arose 
over the armor plate question. A sharp 
political twist was given to the debate 
by a speech which Senator Hanna (O.) 
delivered in favor of leaving the whole 
matter in the hands of the senate con­ 
ferees, and of conferring discretionary 
power upon the secretary of the nav;^' 
in accordance with the house proposi­ 
tion. 
He became involved in a con­ 
troversy with Senators Tillman (S. C.) 
and Allen (Neb.) over the government’s 
ability to manufacture armor satisfac­ 
torily, in the course of 
which 
the 
sparks flew to the intense interest of 
the auditors. 
Senators Teller (Col.). 
Allen and Pettigrew (S. D.) replied t¿ 
Senator Hanna, all speaking in a polit­ 
ical vein. The bill finally was returned 
to conference. 
Seventy-nine privatt 
pension bills were pas.^ed and also tht 
military academy appropriation bill. 
The military academy bill carrie.v 
amendments making Gen. Miles and all 
future commanders of the army lieu­ 
tenant generals and Gen. Corbin a ma­ 
jor general.

The fact seems to be th at the 
volume of business offered the transporta­ 
tion Interests of the country continues con­ 
siderably in excess of a year ago. Crop 
reports are relatively m ost favorable aa 
regards corn and oats. In the southw est 
w heat crop prospects are still m aintained 
at a high average. In the northw est w heat 
has been helped by late rains, but ow’ing to 
their late arrival It Is not certain how much 
benefit was obtained thereby. 
The hand- 
to-m outh domestic demand for iron and 
steel continues, but the number of small 
orders received Is taken to indicate th at 
consum ers are practically bare of stocks, 
and any general shutdown for a m onth’s 
time, such as is proposed, m ight lead to a 
scram ble for supplies.” 


R. G. Dun & Co., In their weekly review of 
trade, say: “W hile returns of failures in 
May by branches of business cannot be 
given until next week, it can be stated th at 
not over six m onths In more than six years 
have shown as large defaulted liabilities as 
May will show, owing to the failure of a 
Urm principally engaged in cotton broker­ 
age. 
The reported liabilities of this one 
firm exceed those of all firms falling in 
every m onth but one last year, and in 
every m onth but three In 1898. M anufac­ 
turing failures In four weeks of May were 
only $2,486,543, and trading failures $4,720,- 
301, while failures In brokerage and ‘other 
com m ercial’ lines am ounted to $13,928,822. 


"The rapid progress of events In Africa, 
w ith prospect th a t the w ar will soon end 
and the gold supply from th a t region will 
be resumed, has naturally affected both 
money and security m arkets on both sides 
of the ocean. Needs of foreign borrowing 
m ay be much reduced, and hindrance to 
foreign Investm ents here in large measur» 
removed. But the dem ands upon American 
machine works and other supplies are like­ 
ly to be m aterially Increased whenever the 
restoration of Industries in South Africa 
begins. 


“The m ost conspicuous feature of do­ 
m estic news is the steady progress toward 
a lower level of prices for the chief ma­ 
terials of industry. 
The decline In pig 
iron continues, gray forge reaching $18.50 
at Pittsburgh, No. I local coke $22 a t Chi­ 
cago. No. 1 anthracite and Bessemer $22 at 
Philadelphia, and Lehigh No. 1 $21 here. 
Only small changes have appeared during 
the week in prices of finished products, but 
these are toward lower figures. Orders for 
boots and shoes have been reduced mucl’. 
more than shipments, because many works 
had orders which are not yet exhausted. 
The shipm ents in May have been smaller 
than in any other year since 1892. They 
were larger by 17.4 per cent. In 1SJ96, by 22.i. 
per cent, in 1895, and by 27.7 per cent, last 
year.

He was pastor of the Forty-sec- 
ond Street Presbyterian church of New 
York from 1846 to 1850. 
In 1850 he became 
secretary of the Presbyterian board of 
foreign missions, and served until 1891, 
when he gave up active work, being made 
secretary em eritus. 
Dr. Lowrie acted as 
m oderator of the Presbyterian general as­ 
sembly which w as held in P lttsb u rg l^ n 1865.

was the author of several books 
relative to missions, including “Two Years 
In Upper India,” “M anual of Missions,”

he not declined a renominatio i. 


At the clo.se of his congressional ca­ 
reer Mr. Allen resumed the active con­ 
trol of his bu.siness intfrests, and, al­ 
though he became assistant secretary 
of the navy May 0, 18UH, Kuceeeding 
Theodor** Koosevclt, lie has managed 
to maintain his businfss eonnt*ctions, 
notw ithstanding the volume of impor­ 
ta n t duties that fell to his share in 
the Spanish-Amerlean war. 


At present he is the he-ad of a firm 
manufacturing wood preservative, a 
president of one bank, a director in 
another, and is largely interested in 
the manufacture of high-grade papers.

"Pretoria, May 29.—By stress of dire clr- 
cumstanccs the mesaaKe from the .school­ 
boys of Philadelphia to Pre.sldent Kruger, 
delivered this day, has the tone of sym ­ 
pathy and sorrow at the linai mi.sfortune 
which is about to wipe the South African 
Republic from tho roll of independent na­ 
tions. rather than of encouragement to a 
people lighting for liberty—for the fight 
has been fought, and lost. 


"The message was delivered in the ex­ 
ecutive chamber at tho cupitol, through the 
windows of which cume the rumble of ox 
carts and general confualon attendant upon 
the evacuation of the city by the famlliea 
of the Boers. The lirltiah are reported to 
be approaching. 


"There was an impresalvo silence In the 
chamber as the steru and venerable presi­ 
dent of this doomed republic bent forward 
to receive from Messenger Jules Francis 
Emlth the packet which the boy had trav­ 
eled 12,000 miles to deliver Into his hands. 


" ‘Caesar, morituri te salutamus,' quoted 
Secretary of State Ueltz, as the president 
accepted the message. 
Then he added a 
bitter epigram: 


" ‘On this occasion the message Is re­ 
versed. Caesar greets those about to die.' 


"This reference to the United States and 
the message of synujathy from America 
to the president of a dying sister republic 
profoundly 
moved 
everyone 
present. 
Tears glistened in the president’s eyes as 
he took the packet from the messenger’s 
hands. 


"In presenting the message Smith made 
ft manly little srteeh, informing President 
Kruger of the nutiire of his mission as 
fuurler of the schoolboys of Philadelphia. 
Bieretary of Statti Heiiz translated Smith’s 
tiinple sv'ntencos as they were spoken.
